Hove  yoli  ever  considered  the 
loneliness  of  Christ?  'he  was  sur¬ 
rounded  by  folk  tea  misunderstood 
him,  who  misinterpreted  His  met 
sage  and  mission,  and  who  fa  r- 
»ook  Him  whoa  the  supreme  trial 
came. 

His  priesthood  is  forever  eternal 
because  He  arose  from  the  grave. 
Death  was  conquered  that  day 
CSsrist  broke  the  bonds  of  sin  and 
death.  We  have  an  eternal,  soli¬ 
tary  High  Priest  who  offered  up 
Hi  nose  If,  one  for  all.  No  one  shared 
His  suffering  for  our  sins;  not  even 
Paul.  Christ  paid  it  alL* 

But,  there  was  a  sense  in  which 
Paul  entered  into  the  sufferings  of 
Christ.  So  far  as  the  claims  of  Di¬ 
vine  Justice  are  concerned ,  Paul 
was  crucified  with  Christ.  Christ’s 
crucifixion  stands  for  his.  By  faith, 
Paul  was  so  identified  with  Christ 
that  the  Savior’s  doath  was  Paul’s 
death.  Paul  was  free  from  the  law 
— free  from  condemnation.  In  Ho 
tnans  8:1,  Paul  with  a  jubilant  spi¬ 
rit  shouts: 

“There  is  therefore  now  no  eon 
demnation  to  them  which  are  .  In 
Christ  Jesus,  Who  walk  not  after 
the  flesh,  but  after  the  Spirit" 
Shored  Sufferings 
“I  am  crucified  with  Christ" 
does  mean  in  a  very  vidid  way  that 
Paul  knew  how  to  relate  himself  to 
Christ.  The  selfish,  arrogant,  ever¬ 
bearing,  Christ -hating  soul  was 
dead.  He  properly  related  himself 
to  His  Redeemer.  Ambition  save  to 
“glory  in  the  Cross  of  Christ”  wns 
dead. 

Another  great  Herald,  John,  tee 
Baptist,  put  it  hi  these  words,  "He 
(Jesus)  must  increase,  but  I  must 
decrease." 

Both  of  throe  men  were  Christ¬ 
ina  stared.  They  wore  crucified  to 
the  world. 

He  suffered  ter  Christ  and  His 
Gospel.  He  agonized  over  lost 
souls.  He  wept  over  churches  led 
astray.  He  sacrificed  self  so  fur  as 
this  world  with  all  Ms  allurements 
is  concerned.

If  drunkenness  is  a  disease,  it  is 
the  only  disease  that  we  know  of 
where  you  can  buy  the  thing  that 
causes  the  disease  on  the  open 
market.  Throughout  our  land  vari¬ 
ous  organizations  as  well  as  indi¬ 
viduals  are  giving  much  time  and 
money  in  seeking  the  causes  of 
various  diseases.  They  try  to  find 
what  virus  or  germ  is  responsible 
for  the  particular  disease  in  which 
they  are  interested. 

Drunkenness  does  not  come 
from  a  germ,  but  comes  from  a 
bttle,  the  contents  of  which  is 
some  form  of  alcohol.  The  people 
responsible  for  so-called  alsohol- 
ism  are  the  brewers,  the  distillers, 
the  sellers  of  liquor,  the  lawmak¬ 
ers  who  help  to  make  it  legal,  and 
both  the  wets  and  the  misguided 
people  who  think  that  legalizing 
liquor  will  make  its  use  less  wide¬ 
spread. 

The  fallacy  of  alcoholism  being 
a  disease  is  being  sponsored  by 
those  interested  in  liquor,  for  that 
gives  'it  some  little  respectability. 

People  are  born  sober  —  not 
drunkards.  The  drinking  habit  is 
acquired,  and  the  less  liquor  avail¬ 
able,  the  less  drunkards  we  will 
have.

Illinois  and  Wisconsin  were  next 
for  the  idea.  At  about  the  same 
time,  the  Epithany  Baptist  Church 
of  New  York  City  instituted  a 
dimmer  religious  school.

The  man  credited  with  getting 
the  idea  really  rolling,  however,  is 
Dr.  Robert  G.  Boville,  executive 
teorqlary  of  the  New  York  Baptist 
City  Mission.  Dr.  Boville,  assisted 
by  Union  Theological  Seminary 
atudents,  enrolled  nearly  one  thou¬ 
sand  children.  They  worked  an 
hour  daily  on  worship,  health  and 
the  Bible.  Another  hour  was  spent 
m  handicraft  and  recreation.  I>r. 
Boville  says  he  got  the  inspiration 
•Her  seeing  “idle  children  filling 
the  streets,  idle  churches  darkened 
ind  silent,  unemployed  students  on 
vacation,  idle  vacation  days  and 
children’s  courts.** 

Of  the  1750  Baptist  churches  in 
Mississippi  there  were  1,138  Va¬ 
cation  Bible  Schools  held  last  year 
with  a  pupil  enrolment  of  84,177. 

Now,  to  ask  a  somewhat  foolish 
question,  are  children  worth  teach¬ 
ing?  Sometimes  we  wonder,  but 
Jesus  gave  us  the  answer  to  this 
questiou  2,000  years  ago  when  He 
called  a  bttle  child  and  set  him  in 
the  midst  of  the  dieciples  after 
being  asked,  “Who  is  tlie  greatest 
in  the  kiugdom  of  heaven?" 

'Ve  know,  too,  that  more  than 
75  |>er  cent  of  all  professions  of 
faith  come  from  the  ranks  of  the 
Sunday  School — a  teaching  or¬ 
ganization.  It  was  only  two  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago  that  the  Sunday 
StIkmiI  came  into  being  and  chil¬ 
dren  were  permitted  to  attend

Part  IV— Mississippi  College 

Mississippi  College  is  a  senior 
college  located  at  Clinton.  Its  orig¬ 
in  can  be  traced  t«  Hampstead 
Academy  which  was  chartered  in 
1826.  Later  the  name  was  changed 
to  Mississippi  Academy  and  in  1830 
the  name  became  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege.  It  has  been  a  Baptist  Insti- 
hition  101  years.  The  past  century 
•f  Mississippi  College  has  witness¬ 
ed  many  influential  graduates  who 
have  assumed  positions  of  trust 
and  leadership  in  our  state  and  na¬ 
tion  and  throughout  the  world. 

This,  our  oldest  Baptist  senior 
college,  is  coeducational.  It  is  also 
•ur  largest  senior  college  with  1189 
students  enrolled  for  1951-52  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  is  fully  accredited. 
The  campus  contains  about  40 
acres.  The  grounds,  set  in  beauti- 
fcil  shade  trees  and  covered  with  a 
carpet  of  grass,  present  a  pleasing 
setting  Tor  the  32  buildings,  includ¬ 
ing  campus  apartments.  Some  of 
these  are  new  and  the  chapel 
which  was  completed  in  1859  is  al¬ 
most  a  century  old. 

Through  a  well  rounded  curricu¬ 
lum  and  an  emphasis  on  religious 
activities,  Mississippi  College  seeks 
to  prepare  each  student  for  a  life 
of  maximum  usefulness  aod  serv¬ 
ice  to  society. 

Part  V — Mississippi  Woman's 
College 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  is 
located  in  Hattiesburg,  a  beautiful 
city  of  30,000  which  has  been  call¬ 
ed  the  “Hub  of  South  Mississippi.” 
Ideally  located  to  serve  the  great 
Gulf  Coast  section  of  our  state, 
Mississippi  Woman's  College  at¬ 
tracts  many  young  women  who 
are  seeking  a  liberal  arts  educa¬ 
tion  in  a  thoroughly  Christian  at¬ 
mosphere.  Woman’s  College  be¬ 
came  a  Baptist  institution  in  1911. 
In  this  year  it  was  given  to  the 
Baptists  by  a  Methodist  layman 
and  the  property  consisted  of  2 
frame  buildings  and  U)  acres  of 
land.  Today  Mississippi  Woman’s 
College  campus  is  composed  of  40 
acres  of  land,  beautifully  land- 
acaped  and  7  college  buildings. 

Since  1946  the  entire  college  plant 
has  been  completely  remodeled 
and  modernized  and  largely  re¬ 
furnished.  In  pleasant  surround¬ 
ings  aod  under  the  direction  of  a 
qualified  administration  aod  fac¬ 
ulty,  students  at  Woman’s  College 
find  college  life  challenging  aod  in- 
apiring. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  is 
dedicated  to  the  task  of  higher 
education  with  an  emphasis  on  ap¬ 
plied  Christianity.

in  Mississippi,  and  is  the  largest  of 
the  Baptist  colleges.  The  value  of 
its  work  is  attested  by  the  conbn 
ual  stream  of  successful  graduates 
pouring  into  denominational  work, 
political  life,  education,  and  many 
j  other  fields.  For  example,  fifty-two 
have  been,  or  are,  presidents  of 
colleges.  Two  out  of  four  of  our 
southwide  denominational  boards 
now  have  Mississippi  College  gTad 
uates  as  Executive  Secretaries. 

Plant  facilities,  valued  at  $2,000 
000  Include  32  buildings,  a  42.000 
volume  library,  a  gymnasium 
swimming  pool,  tennis  courts,  sta 
dium,  golf  course,  baseball  dia 
mood  and  track.  The  endowment  is 
$1,000,000. 

The  total  enrolment  for  the 
school  year  1951-52,  in  the  regular 
session,  is  905.  Necessary  expenses 
for  the  nine  months’  term  amount 
to  about  $500  00. 

PART  HI:  Mississippi 
Colleges  for  Girls 

1.  Blue  Mountain  College  h  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  extreme  northern  part 
of  Mississippi,  about  twenty-six 
miles  from  the  Tennessee  line  and 
about  texty  miles  from  the  Alaba 
ma  line.  Its  twelve  buildings  and 
faculty  residences  are  located  en  a 
beautiful  campus  of  about  forty 
acres  Its  ample  recreation  grounds 
provide  for  the  student  basketball 
grounds,  concrete  tennis  courts 
a  nine-hole  golf  course,  and  other 
types  of  recreation. 

‘The  first  objective  of 
Mountain  College  is  to  train  wo¬ 
men  for  Christian  homemaking 
Other  objectives  include  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  responsible  and  effective  cit¬ 
izens,  fullest  development  of  per¬ 
sonality,  equipping  for  economic 
independence,  the  building  of 
Christian  character,  and  the  im¬ 
provement  of  spiritual  relation¬ 
ships." 

The  student  enrolment  for  1980- 
51  was  two  hundred  and  fifty. 
Room,  board,  and  tuition  fees  for 
the  session  of  thirty-six  weeks  va¬ 
ries  from  $480  to  $830  depending 
upon  what  residence  hall  the  stu¬ 
dent  occupies. 

2.  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
is  dedicated  to  the  task  of  higher 
education  with  an  emphasis  on  ap¬ 
plied  Christianity.  M  is  our  general 
objective  to  give  to  the  home, 
the  church,  the  field  of  education, 
and  social  service,  leadership  vers¬ 
ed  to  moral  and  spiritual  vohies. 

The  Mississippi  Woman's  Col¬ 
lege  campus  is  composed  of  forty 
acres  of  land  inside  the  city  lim¬ 
its  of  Hattiesburg,  well  situated, 
and  adapted  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  college  and  students.  There  are 
seven  buildings  on  the  campus  well 
adapted  to  the  four-year  liberal 
arts  program  for  girls.  The  two 
dormitories  are  arranged  on  a  suite 
basis,  two  rooms  with  oonnecting 
bath.

PART  IV:  Why  Go  To  A  Baptist 
College. 


Colleges  everywhere  are  trying 
to  secure  students.  State  schools, 
private  schools,  and  denomination¬ 
al  schools,  are  all  making  their 
bids  for  the  high  school  graduates.

PART  V:  The  Needs  of  our  Bap 
it  Colleges. 

Aay  school  which  has  a®  active, 
op- to -date,  growing,  and  challeng¬ 
ing  program  will  have  many  needs 
Aa  some  needs  are  being  met  oth¬ 
ers  will  be  constantly  arising.  The 
Baptist  college  looks  to  the  denom¬ 
ination  for  help  to  meeting  its 
needs.  Some  needs  will  be  greater 
school  and  others  in  another. 
The  most  urgent  needs  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  colleges  in  Mississippi  are  the 
following: 

L  The  very  best  of  toe  young 
people  from  the  churches  are  need¬ 
ed  to  team  for  positions  of  lesder- 
the  denomination  and  in 


tration  building.  Another  needs  a 
Fine  Arts  building.  There  are  oth¬ 
er  needs  but  these  are  among  the 
most  urgent. 

4.  Endow  meat  to  needed  by  all 
the  Baptist  colleges  to  the  state. 
Not  even  one  of  our  colleges  has 
anything  like  sufficient  endow¬ 
ment.  One  school  has  almost  none. 
Endowment  gives  stability  and  an 
assurance  of  permanence  to  an  in¬ 
stitution.  The  colleges  must  be  bet¬ 
ter  endowed. 

5.  Baptist  colleges  must  have  the 
good  will  and  moral  support  of  the 
Baptist  people  of  the  state  if  they 
are  to  render  the  greatest  serv¬ 
ice. 

CONCLUSION 

Let  the  president  or  group  cap¬ 
tain  conduct  aa  open  discussion  on 
what  the  young  people  of  this  union 
can  do  to  aid  the  ministry  of  the 
colleges  to  the  denomination.  Sug¬ 
gestions  which  might  be  offered 
would  include  (1)  Oo-opcration  in 
the  observance  of  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion  Day,  the  last  Sunday  in  May. 
(2)  encouraging  high  school  grad¬ 
uates  to  make  plans  to  attend  Bap¬ 
tist  colleges  this  fall,  (S)  increased 
gifts  to  the  Co-operative  Program 
to  help  provide  better  support  for 
toe  colleges  and  for  our  whole  pro¬ 
gram.

Southern  Baptist  Colleges  are  ac¬ 
credited  by  their  regional  associa- 
tions,  as  compared  with  the  na¬ 
tional  average  of  64.3  per  cent.”  c 
The  quality  of  a  school  is  best  1 
shown  by  the  quality  of  its  prod- 
act.  Where  is  the  highest  type  1 
leadership  being  trained.  The  pub-  i 
lishers  of  Who’s  Who  in  America,  1 
who  should  know  what  they  are  I 
talking  about,  declare:  “With  lim-  < 
ited  funds  and  limited  equipment  i 
and  endowments  that  yield  leas  i 
and  less,  these  private  schools 
have  been  doing  a  better  job  than 
the  state  in  the  production  of  lead¬ 
ers  in  every  walk  of  life,  judged 
by  their  lifetime  accomplishments, 
gathered  from  the  impartial  rec¬ 
ords  of  Who’s  Who  in  America. 
The  leaders,  thinkers,  and  build¬ 
ers  are  coming  today  from  the 
small  colleges,  all  out  of  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  enrollments  of  these  in¬ 
stitutions."  There  are  reasons  for 
this.  In  the  small  college  there 
are  more  leadership  opportunities. 
The  individual  is.  dealt  with  as  a 
person  and  is  not  treated  as  a 
member  of  the  mass.  Individual 
initiative  and  enterprise  are  en¬ 
couraged  and  merit  is  recognized 
as  the  only  legitimate  basis  of  per¬ 
sonal  acceptance.  And  since  the 
service  principle  is  inculcated  in 
the  students  through  the  college 
Program  in  the  name  of  Christ, 
the  leadership  type  would  normal¬ 
ly  be  found  coming  from  the 
schools  which  teach  public  service 
•s  a  life  vocation.  Mississippi 
Roman  s  College  has  a  motto. 
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“Stac*  we  eeeae  ha  the  Mine  of  SP 
God,  M  to  mot  permitted  us  to  be  lnt' 
eecoad  rate.”  This  high  type  of  is 
idealism  characterises  all  ef  our  tec

What  are  the  facts?  Some  recent 
surveys  indicate  that  85  per  cent  Wl 
of  all  of  our  church  and  denomina-  m< 
tional  leaders  are  trained  in  our  ** 
Baptist  schools.  This  much  is  gen-  10 
erally  conceded.  But  what  about  en 
the  field  of  the  physical  sciences?  ' 
A  good  answer  to  this  question  is 
given  by  the  annual  report  of  Na_  ‘ 
tional  Science  Foundation,  1950  SI,  ar 
“the  small  liberal  arts  colleges  are  m 
the  most  productive  source  of  stu¬ 
dents  who  go  on  to  take  advance  wl 
scientific  training.  Of  the  fifty 
institutions  that  turn  out  the  larg-  ^ 
eat  proportion  of  scientists  per  1,- 
000  graduates  thirty-nine  were 
small  liberal  arts  colleges.  Only  *' 
three  large  universities  were 
iMag  this  group.  The  total  num¬ 
ber  of  graduates  of  small  schools  ^ 
receiving  doctor’s  degrees  in  sei-  ' 
en^e  to  25  per  cent  greater  than 
the  number  from  large  univer-  * 
sities.”
